I ATTENDED the Greater New York 
Meeting where I saw, among other 
events, a clinic on _ radiodontia, 
which made me realize that the 
basic technique worked out by the 
late Doctor C. Edmund Kells has 
been able to withstand the passing 
of fifty years. It seems to me a 
magnificent tribute to Doctor 
Kells. Many another technique of 
that time has been forgotten. It 
was heartening to learn at this 
meeting that Doctor Kells’ teach- 
ings were still fundamental and 
part of our everyday practice.

ticed that a shadow was cast upon 
it when the tube was energized. He 
did not know for the moment what 
caused the shadow, but after care- 
ful study he found the answer. 
This led him to further study and 
he discovered that the rays which 
left the cathode end of the tube 
were different from those that 
caused the green fluorescence. 

Professor Roentgen observed 
the following truths about the 
cathode rays. They could penetrate 
opaque substances. The degree of 
penetration of these rays depend- 
ed on the density of the substances 
they met. He discovered too that 
these rays could not be reflected; 
neither could they be bent by mag- 
netic or electric fields. Not know- 
ing the exact value of these newly 
discovered rays he called them 
trays, taking the symbol x to de- 
note their value and thus giving the 
world a name for them. However, 
few people who read Roentgen’s 
report sensed their diagnostic im- 
portance. Few men knew how to 
put these unknown rays to work 
for the good of mankind. They 
were, so far as the majority were 
concerned, an unknown emana- 
tion that could be described only 
by certain rules of physics. 

Doctor Kells read Roentgen’s 
report and he was immediately im- 
pressed with this postulate of the 
physicist: “The glowing Crookes 
tube emits a certain energy or ra- 





diation capable of penetrating 
opaque substances and acting up- 
on a sensitized plate.” Immediately 
Doctor Kells went to work on 
building the apparatus. It took 
many weeks of tireless and inten- 
sive experimentation before an as- 
sembly of various strange parts 
became an “x-ray machine.” It 
was a product born of Doctor 
Kells’ mechanical ingenuity. He 
took a picture—his first one—on 
sensitized glass. 

It is important to recall at this 
time that dentistry was still in the 
age of feel and poke. A stab in 
the dark either cured or made a 
mess. Toothache usually led to ex- 
traction. Cystic formations, as well 
as other growths, were cause for 
great alarm. Devitalization of 
teeth was a treatment of twist, 
turn, and hope. It was the dark 
age of dentistry. 


First X-ray Clinic 

To go on with the story I must 
take you back to July, 1896. The 
locale is the Battery Park Hotel 
in Asheville. North Carolina. The 
occasion is a clinic before the 
Southern Dental Association. The 
clinician is Doctor C. Edmund 
Kells, Jr., of New Orleans, Louisi- 
ana. The demonstration at the end 
of the clinic is an original method 
for taking x-rays of the roots of 
teeth in living subjects. This clinic 
is the first of its kind ever given in 
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this country. The excited audience 
sees that a ray is able to penetrate 
the person who stands in front of 
the machine and make the bones 
visible to the naked eye. Because 
the electric current, which was 
supplied by the hotel, is shut off 
early in the demonstration, Doc- 
tor Kells is able to give only 
fluoroscopic proof. At the end of 
the clinic he shows previously 
prepared roentgenograms. He is 
unable to take a few dental x-rays, 
as he planned, because of the un- 
expected crowd that insists on a 
fluoroscopic examination. How- 
ever, the dental profession of 1896 
has been shown the possibility of 
a new method of diagnosis. It 
places in the discard the technique 
of feel and poke. More people be- 
gin to go to dentists. They come 
with less apprehension. They sense 
the relief they are going to get 
now that x-rays are discovered. 
They are appreciative of dentist- 
ry’ contribution to the relief 
from suffering. What they are not 
aware of at the time is the fate of 
Doctor Kells. 

The time of our story now 
changes to. the early days of this 
century. The place is New Orleans. 
It is the office of Doctor Kells. He 
is working at his chair. He washes 
his hands once again, and for the 
first time in his recollection he 
notices a red spot on the small 
finger of his left hand. It may have 
been there before but he never 
noticed it. He consults a physi- 
cian. He is advised to change 
soaps. He obeys orders and uses a 
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mild soap specially prepared for 
him. He waits patiently for results, 
Time passes on but the red Spot 
persists. 

He returns to his physician and 


is referred to a dermatologist. He 


is told it is a rare form of occupa- 
tional disease known as “novo. 
caine dermatitis.” He is advised to 
use rubber gloves at the chair. 
Away he goes in high hopes and 
with a lighter heart. Time passes 
on but the red spot persists. 

Surgery is now called upon and 
the surgeon says that skin graft 
will put an end to this slowly 
spreading spot. He undergoes his 
first skin graft and he is happy 
again. But his happiness is tem- 
porary for now there are appear- 
ing in the current literature re- 
ports of mysterious x-ray burns 
suffered by many operators. They 
are baffling conditions and prove 
disastrous to the victims. 

After thirty-six operations and 
endless pain Doctor Kells dies. The 
burns from the x-rays, which he 
introduced to our profession, have 
deprived him of the happiness he 
brought to millions of others. The 
machine that brought relief from 
suffering and new hope to den- 
tistry cheated him of happy years. 
He was crucified by the machine 
that today has given you and me 
an opportunity to do so much for 
the alleviation of suffering. But at 
the New York Meeting the teach- 
ings of Doctor Kells prevailed. His 
technique lives on!

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Unlimited health care can be given only through a federated 
plan. 


Doctor THomas Parran, Surgeon 


General of the United States Pub- 


lic Health Service, has said, “The 
right to enjoyment of health is a 
subdivision of the right of per- 
sonal liberty, one of the absolute 
rights of persons.” This idea has 
been widely accepted throughout 
the United States. 

Dentistry reflects this type of 
thinking. Through its Council on 
Dental Health, it has made the 
most definite commitment of all 
the health professions. “Dental 
health is the responsibility of the 
individual, the family, and the 
community, in that order. When 
this responsibility, however, is not 
assumed by the community, it 
should be assumed by the state and 
then by the federal government. 
The community in all cases shall 
determine the methods for provid- 
ing service in its area.” The House 
of Delegates at the 1944 annual 


422 


meeting in Chicago approved this 
recommendation. 

Please note, there is nothing 
said about a national plan or pro- 
gram. The commitment definitely 
points to a federal program of 
health planning. Such a_ plan 
would mean that all units of gov- 
ernment from the community up 
(or down, as you prefer), would 
be charged with definite health 
responsibilities, would be federat- 
ed together for mutual benefit. 

It is no longer possible for the 
individual dentist or physician to 
provide all the health service nec- 
essary for his patients. Neither is 
it possible for the average citizen 
to purchase unlimited health care. 
Neither the Blue Cross Plan for 
medicine nor the proposed Purple 
Cross Plan for dentistry gives 
promise of providing unlimited 
health care. These plans, and 
many more, are but parts of a 
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federal plan that is much needed. 

Science, in all fields, has always 
been a tool of leadership. We are 
contesting this leadership, espe- 
cially in the fields of health, in all 
our social and economic planning. 
Will we lead this science in the 
path of the most good to the most 
people or will we continue to make 
human needs subservient to the 
economic means test? Any trend 
that leads to a national health plan 
is the result of the failure of pro- 
fessional leadership to guide sci- 
ence for the benefit of all. 

Briefly, | submit the following 
basic principles from which we 
can build a federal health pro- 
gram, retaining all the democratic 
rights of man guaranteed under 
our republican form of govern- 
ment. 

For smoothness of operation 
the plan has three administrative 
divisions, (1) the community, (2) 
the state, and (3) the federal gov- 
ernment. Each division is set up 
to be of mutual assistance to the 
other. 


Community Level 


The individual community can 
best determine the methods to pro- 
vide unlimited health services 
locally. The administrative body 
would be known as the Community 
Health Council, composed of elect- 
ed representatives. It would be ad- 
vantageous if each community 
unit was large enough to support 
a salaried secretary or director. In 
case it becomes necessary to estab- 
lish smaller units they should 
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federate into a group large enough 
to support a director. 

There should be no question of 
what services are to be made 
available to the community, but 
only a question of how. Private 


practice, group practice, clinic 
practice, or prepayment plans, 


should be understood thoroughly 
by the community. A competent 
survey of the available and needed 
facilities would be necessary. 


State Level 


Similar to the present status the 
state machinery would be headed 
by the Health Department with its 
several divisions; one of which 
would be dentistry. Every effort 
should be made to keep this de- 
partment on an _ administrative 
and advisory basis rather than an 
actual service unit. All service 
should be provided by the com. 
munity unit, using state or federal 
aid only as an auxiliary. 


National Level 


The newly elected congressmen 
and the President believe that they 
have received a mandate—the 
people have gone on record as 
favoring extension of all social 
services, including public health. 

We of the health professions 
should also accept this mandate. 
Having accepted, we should find 
the best means at the national level 
which will make possible a feder- 
ated health plan. It is not neces- 
sary and certainly not advisable 
to wait until our congressmen pre- 
sent us with a plan. We should pre- 
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sent them with our complete plan. national Public Health Service

Has New General: 


A new brigadier general has been ap- 
pointed for the Army Dental Corps, 
Rex M. McDowell.

For the past 
five years he has been assigned to the 
Dental Division of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office. 


Cleveland Group Plans 
Aid for Returned Dentists: 


The Cleveland Dental Society and the 
Ohio State Dental Society have ap- 
proved and adopted a detailed pro- 
gram to aid dentists returning from 
the Service. The proposal was made 
originally by the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Cleveland Dental Society, 
to aid their 300 members who are now 
in Service. Basis of the program is the 
plan to raise a fund of $10,000 by add- 
ing $15 to the dues of each active mem- 
ber of the Society for the year 1945. 
Contribution of this amount is to be 
optional with other classes of member- 
ship. The Committee recommends that 
the money raised in this way be used 
for the following purposes: 





1. One full year’s active membership 
for each returning Service member, at 
the local dues rate of approximately 
$13. 

2. All extension or refresher courses 
put on by the Society shall be made 
available, at no cost to the former 
serviceman, for one full year after his 
return. 

3. A suitable honor roll or plaque 
shall be provided containing the name 
of each Service member. 

4. A biographic record, probably in 
book form, shall be made up contain- 
ing the complete Service record of each 
member, along with a photograph in 
uniform. 

5. The Committee recommends that 
a suitable dinner and recognition serv- 
ice be arranged as soon after the war 
as practicable; that is, after all mem- 
bers have returned. 

The total estimated expense of these 
proposals, according to the Committee, 
will be $8000. It is suggested that the 
$2000 be considered in the nature of a 
buffer account to cover items that may 
have been underestimated. The Society 
may also find it desirable to extend the 
postwar remission of dues from one 
year to eighteen months, which could 
be covered by the surplus remaining in 
the proposed fund.

Doctor Golden bought a couple 
of silent Norwegian pictures for 
his first merchandise. Then he 
found a man lecturing in Tremont 
Temple with a travel film about 
Mexico. He bought the man and 
the picture, too, and rented the 
pair to anyone with the proper 
fee in New England. This was 
more remunerative than dentistry 
and just as painless for the dentist. 


Buys and Sells Pictures 


Since then, most of his career 
has been spent in the buying and 
selling of films, in Boston and in 
New York and elsewhere. He held 
the franchise in Boston to distrib- 
ute the products of the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Company at one 
time. Not so many years before, 
he had bought out the Boston film 
agency owned by Louis B. Mayer, 
founder and present $1.000,000- 
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a-year head of Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer, who had started his own 
career about the same time that 
Doctor Golden gave up dentistry. 

Doctor Golden read in The 
Reader’s Digest a condensation of 
a book entitled EDUCATION FOR 
DeaTH, which described the 
schooling of Nazi children. “This,” 
said the dentist, “is for me. I will 
make a picture of this and I will 
make a lot of money.” 

He went to the banks and the 
money men and asked for the 
funds. He wanted just a little. In 
the picture business, $170,000 is a 
mere nothing. The bankers, none- 
theless. said no. They didn’t think 
EpucATION FOR DEATH would 
make a good picture. What they 
didn’t know and the dentist did 
know was that by changing the 
title to HiTLer’s CHILDREN—his 
own idea—the picture could be 
exploited in sensational style. The 
movie returned $3,200,000 in 
twelve months. 

RKO eventually gave him the 
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money and he proceeded to dem. 


onstrate what a widely sensational 
advertising campaign can do. “A 
good story first,” he says, “that’s 
the most important ingredient of a 
movie hit. If you haven’t a good 
story, you can ‘throw it in the 
Charles River.’ Second—a good in. 
triguing title.” THE MAsTER Race 
began as a title and nothing else. 

He had the title in his mind and 
tried to hire people to write a story 
that would fit it. He had some dif. 
ficulty, but eventually got what he 
wanted. The next essential for 
movie success, in the opinion of 
Doctor Golden, is to take time 
enough to get everything planned 
in detail before the cameras start 
turning. 

Doctor Golden can envision a 
newspaper advertisement for a film 
whose scenario is not yet com- 
pleted. Not only can, but does. 
He’s astute. When you mention his 
success, he speaks modestly. 

“T,” he says, “am a lucky guy. 
A very lucky guy.”

He has just left Athens to battle the 
snowdrifts on an errand that may gain 
him the gratitude of the whole British 
empire. His mission is to try to save 
the lives of Britons captured by the 
E.L.A.S. and now snowed in and freez- 
ing on an abandoned racing stud farm 
in Thessaly. Captain Moyers and Cap- 
tain Harvey Dane of New York City 
have managed to bring about an 
E.L.A.S.-British agreement for the re- 
lease of the prisoners. Flyers following 
directions of the two men have dropped 
blankets to them. 

Moyers knows the snowbound Thes- 
salian plateau better than many na- 
tives. As a member of the “Cloak and 
Dagger” force, he parachuted there in 
the autumn of 1943 and opened a chain 
of four secret hospitals for E.L.A.S.. 
guerrillas fighting the Germans. 

He is neither pro nor anti E.L.A.S., 
but acted as a physician to Republican 
wounded when the Germans pincered 
the “Mountain Congress of Freedom” 
near Karpenisi last summer. 


Washington (D.C.) Army Times: 
Servicemen and women of Camp McCoy 
who are privileged to have their teeth 
treated by Captain Herman Benz of 
Milwaukee, find they not only receive 
excellent service but they hear some 
good original tunes that this officer 
hums at the chair, 
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Captain Benz’s early musical associ- 
ations were good. At Saint John’s Ca- 
thedral High School in Milwaukee, he 
was a classmate of Hildegarde Sell, 
known in the entertainment world as 
Hildegarde, and Woody Herman, whose 
band is world-famed. Several of Cap- 
tain Benz’s compositions have been pre- 
sented by Hildegarde. His selections 
recorded by Milwaukee orchestras are 
“Tll Wait a Million Years,” “When 
Gabriel Blows His Horn,” “With The 
Tears Streaming From Your Eyes,” and 
“Gretchen.” Post bands and entertain- 
ers at Camp McCoy are introducing 
his numbers to their audiences. 


Chicago (Illinois) Tribune: One of 
the sights in the Pacific battle zone is 
a dental trailer office designed by a 
Chicago dentist, Captain M. I. Lehr of 
5430 Van Buren Street, who travels 
through the jungle and along the 
beaches in search of G. I.’s aching 
teeth. 

Originally Captain Lehr’s office was 





a plain signal corps trailer, according 
to Brief, the Army Air Forces Pacific 
magazine. With the help of ordnance 
men whose teeth he treated for their 
services, he converted the trailer into 
a complete dental office. He used parts

A GREAT DEAL has been written in 
dental literature, and still more is 
being expressed by members of 
the dental profession, concerning 
the numerous problems which will 
face the dentist in the Service im- 
mediately upon the ending of hos- 
tilities. The nature of these prob- 
lems, as viewed by the majority, is 
grave. However, I am inclined to 
be optimistic. I believe that, if he 
faces his problems sanely and 
courageously, the returning den- 
tist can weather the postwar storm 
more easily than any other person 
who will be mustered out of the 
Service. 

It is my firm belief that, follow-

ing this war, there will be a great 
demand for dental services. In the 
first place, lack of professional 
manpower caused dental needs to 
accumulate during the war years. 
Secondly, the dental profession, 
and the national and state health 
departments through educational 
programs, have created in _ the 
minds of the public a greater de- 
sire for dental care. Finally, the 
millions of men and women in the 
armed services have been awaken- 
ed to the importance of regular 
dental service. Therefore, there 
should be no fear that the return- 
ing dentist will have difficulty in 
locating himself or making a fair 
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living right from the start. Any 
place in the country will offer a 
fertile field so long as there is pub- 
lic desire and need. 

However, I do have a fear— 
the fear that if these men enter this 
most fertile postwar field, with 
little or no civilian practice ex- 
perience, the greatest harm can be 
done not only to the future of the 
individual dentist himself but, 
more important, to the future of 
dentistry. 

When this war ends, the den- 
tists mustered out of Service will 
fall into the following three classi- 
fications: 1. Those inducted into 
the Service directly from dental 
shools with no experience in 
civilian practice. 2. Those who 
may have, or may not have, man- 
aged to eke out a bare existence 
practicing general dentistry. 3. 
Those who left remunerative prac- 
tices, and were reputed to be suc- 
cessful in civilian practice. 


Refresher Courses 


It seems as if all the proposals 
dealing with postwar dental prob- 
lems are based on the importance 
of refresher courses for the den- 
tists before resuming private prac- 
tice. I do not feel that it is fair to 
all of these men to presume that 
they are necesarily unfit for civil- 
ian practice until they have spent 
some time in a refresher program. 

It is extremely difficult to deter- 
mine the part of a dental practice 
on which success depends. Ability, 
personality, office atmosphere, fees 
—all play an important role. It has 
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always seemed to me that probab- 
ly the most neglected phase in the 
successful dental practice is the 
proper presentation of dentistry 
to the patient; including a method 
of quoting the fee and collecting 
payments, 

When a patient appears for a 
dental service or a mouth exami- 
nation, there are four important 
points that immediately should 
come to the dentist’s mind: 

1. The patient may underesti- 
mate the importance of the serv- 
ice the dentist is going to render. 

2. He must make the patient un- 
derstand the necessity for mouth 
rehabilitation. 

3. It is his job to create the de- 
sire in the patient’s mind to have 
the prescribed treatment. 

4. The dentist himself must be- 
lieve in the value of the service he 
recommends to his patient. 


Educate Patient 


Since first impressions are al- 
ways the most lasting, the imme- 
diate approach can either inspire 
or repel patient confidence and 
cooperation. Remember, a snap 
diagnosis or a hasty quotation of a 
fee can never be fair to the patient 
or the dentist. And, outside of 
emergency relief of pain, there is 
rarely the need for quick deci- 
sions. The principal duty of the 
dentist is to educate the patient 
in the importance of mouth care 
for health. At the same time, the 
patient becomes a source for dis- 
seminating dental health educa- 
tion. 
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There are three steps in patient 
education that should be intro- 
duced at the outset. It will have its 
greatest effect in the consultation 
room where the patient will feel 
more at ease, and as a result the 
dentist can be more convincing. 

The first step is the case history, 
which is usually included on the 
diagnostic chart. A brief medical 
history and a complete dental his- 
tory are of the utmost advantage in 
making a diagnosis. Only a few 
explanatory remarks are necessary 
to convince the most skeptical pa- 
tient how important the medical 
history is. 

The second step is the x-ray. 
With films and slides, illustrate to 
the patient the necessity for having 
roentgenograms taken. Point out 
the need for knowing the condi- 
tion of the bone supporting the 
teeth, whether there are any non- 
vital teeth, infected pockets, dis- 
eased tooth areas that might be 
overlooked in inaccessible places, 
or other abnormal conditions. 
When making an explanation, use 
terms that a patient will be sure 
to understand. 

The third step in patient edu- 
cation is equally important. Ex- 
plain to him the importance of re- 
producing the patient’s upper and 
lower jaw in plaster or stone for 
the purpose of studying the bite 
relationship, gum festooning, di- 
rection and kind of cusp wear, or 
any abnormalities that may be 
present. 

At this point the patient should 
be directed to the operating room, 
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and the mouth completely charted 
—during a thorough examination, 
The present condition of | the 
mouth should be noted. Every 
restoration should be charted and 
the kind of material listed. Exam. 
ine the soft tissues and indicate 
their condition. Test the vitality 
and mobility of all the teeth. In. 
clude with this investigation all 
abnormalities and carious areas 
that can be observed clinically. 


Presenting Fees 


Only after a diagnosis is made 
from the above procedure, is it 
possible to advise the proper treat- 
ment and compute a fair fee. Space 
does not permit me to tell how to 
compute fees, so I shall merely 
take up the manner of presenting 
the fee to the patient. 

Most important, the dentist 
should never go on the defensive 
when presenting a fee. He must 
keep in mind, and let the patient 
understand as well, that actually 
the patient establishes his own fee. 
It is the particular condition that 
exists in the patient’s mouth which 
determines the fee; a condition 
over which the dentist has no con- 
trol. The fee should never be low- 
ered; it can be discounted only if 
the occasion demands. The discus- 
sion of fees should at no time take 
on a commercial aspect when an 
allowance or discount is being 
considered. The reason should be 
explained and then the dentist 
should emphasize that he must 
curtail his own participation i 
order to cooperate and aid the pa- 
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tient. Finally, when presenting the 
fee to the patient, state it in such 
a way that it will be clearly under- 
stood that much serious, necessary 
service is being rendered for only 
the amount of the fee. 

In arranging terms for payment 
of the fee, there are several factors 
that one ought to consider. As an 
initial remittance, one-third of the 
authorized contract should be re- 
ceived. At least, the dentist should 
obtain the cost of any technical 
charges for a minimum initial 
payment. It is important when re- 
questing this payment that no as- 
persion should be cast on the pa- 
tient’s credit. Regardless of the 
patient’s station in life or his 
ability to pay, there are several 
reasons why he should pay the 
initial remittance. There are, first 
of all, technical charges to be paid 
for by the dentist. Also, an actual 
investment for material is in- 
volved. Above all, there is estab- 
lished a bond between patient and 
dentist that is valuable. The den- 
tist realizes that the patient places 
in him his full confidence, and im- 
mediately feels responsible to the 
patient for a whole-hearted atten- 
tion to the prescribed dental serv- 
ice. The patient on his side be- 
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comes more cooperative, because 
where there is a financial invest- 
ment there is generally a keener 
interest. For the remaining pay- 
ments, it is wise to let the patient 
select the date of the month that 
is most convenient for him. Then 
he will have no excuse for fail- 
ure to meet his obligation. After 
the terms have been arranged, the 
appointments should be so con- 
trolled that the amount of dental 
service completed is in proportion 
to the payments received. The pa- 
tient should seldom be allowed to 
be in debt to the dentist. 

The dentists in the armed serv- 
ices have already accomplished an 
important task. They are still nobly 
performing their duty as the war 
continues. These men have been a 
credit to the dental profession and 
have made a splendid contribution 
toward the progress of dentistry. 
There is no doubt that when mus- 
tered out they will, with a little 
assistance from the profession and 
the dental schools, go into private 
practice and make dentistry con- 
tribute its part to the health of the 
American public.

It takes 
care of too few toothaches and 
heartaches. Organized dentistry in 
America, the home of modern pro- 
gressive dentistry, as it advances 
into its second century of triumph, 
should extend the hand of fellow- 
ship and material relief to less for- 
tunate dentists and their helpless 
dientele in these impoverished 
areas. 

No stronger dental organization 
exists than our American Dental 
\ssociation. Why not organize a 
committee of world-wide relief un- 
der the American Dental Associa- 
lion sponsorship? It could be sup- 
plemented by such organizations as 
International Association for Den- 
lal Research, American College of 
Dentists, International College of 
Dentists, and American Dental 
Trade Association, working with 
he United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration 
(UNRRA), which already has a 
Health and Welfare Program to 
vnd lifesaving teams of physi- 
‘ans, dentists, and nurses behind 
lhe liberating armies to fight dis- 
ease and starvation. 

Now, as never before, our so- 
cal structure is bound together 
by groups or blocs. Capitalistic, 
as well as labor groups, know their 
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united strength. Important as it is, 
we cannot exert world-wide in- 
fluence by improved technique 
alone. Our interests are world- 
wide. Our activities should be. 
Politically, isolationism is out- 
moded. It can well be so dentally. 
The leaders of both major parties 
declared for world cooperation 
during the recent campaign. This 
should mean aid to practitioners 
in devastated areas, and to those 
backward areas where dental re- 
lief, much less advice and early 
service, has never penetrated. 


Send Dental Teachers 


I suggest (1) that dental teach- 
ers be sent to all populated centers 
in devastated areas, under Ameri- 
can Dental Association sponsor- 
ship; (2) that literature in the na- 
tive language, films and charts on 
dental care, accompany these in- 
structors; (3) instruct native den- 
tists and nurses or other available 
teachers, who could extend the

PAUL REVERE, D.D.S. 


To MOST PEOPLE, Paul Revere is best known for his “midnight ride” 
and his skill as a silversmith but not as a dentist, according to Doctor 
Thomas W. Palmer. “We of the dental profession should feel a kinship 
rather than an ordinary interest in our Revolutionary colleague. 

“After the Revolution when Revere abandoned the dental art, Isaac 
Greenwood, a neighbor, continued on to become one of America’s most 
prominent dentists. He advertised that ‘a single tooth bridge cost from 
twenty-one to sixty-one shillings and they do give the wearer a youth- 
ful air.” His four sons all became dentists; one of them, John Green- 
wood, made George Washington the set of false teeth that are still pre- 
served at Baltimore. 

“Josiah Flagg, too, was another one of Revere’s neighbors. Perhaps 
it is no small tribute to say that Paul Revere’s greatest service to den- 
tistry may have been the enthusiasm with which he answered the ques- 
tions of those inquisitive youngsters as they watched him fastening in 
his patient’s teeth on Clark’s Wharf.”—The Bulletin of the Oklahoma 
State Dental Society.

To INSPIRE confidence in a patient, 
a dentist must be sure of himself. 
When he explains “payment-plans” 
the dentist must know what he is 
going to say and when to say it. 
Uncertainty in the statement of 
credit terms will cause embarrass- 
ment to the patient, for it may 
seem that the dentist is trying to 
“size up the risk.” However, since 
credit is a courtesy offered to the 
purchaser, it is the seller who has 
the right to say how and to whom 
it shall be extended. “Make your 
own terms, within reason,” is only 
an advertising lead used by the 


chain advertising offices, and cer- 
tainly does not offer what it im- 
plies. Dates for making payments, 
and the period for which the con- 
tract is to run, must be adjusted to 
suit the convenience of the patient. 
But the dentist must decide on 
sound business principles what he 
will accept as the minimum month- 
ly payment, and the maximum 
number of months the contract is 
to run. 

There seems to be a fear among 
many professional men that to 
mention the word “credit” is to 
lose what would otherwise be 
“cash.” Of course, no dentist seeks 
credit transactions in preference to 
cash, but we should endeavor to

make ethical dentistry possible 
to a large group of people who 
could not otherwise afford it. We 
can make our credit plan available 
and at the same time offer some 
inducement to pay cash. 

Unfortunately, the advertisers 
who first publicized “credit den- 
tistry”’ have also claimed “no extra 
charge for credit.” It does not 
matter that this is a subterfuge and 
that the “interest” is a part of their 
total fee, invisible as a hidden tax. 
The patients believe it. 

It is not a new idea to offer a 
discount for cash, and the psy- 
chology of such a procedure is as 
sound as ever. To offer credit is to 
invite it; to offer a discount for 
cash is to make that plan of settle- 
ment more attractive. The discount 
must be large enough to be an in- 
centive. The same people who balk 
at paying 6 per cent interest for 
time payments, will gladly take ad- 
vantage of an apparent saving of 
10 per cent for cash. 


Fear “’‘Commercialism” 
The dentist who balks at the 


application of sound business 
principles to his business, because 
he thinks “commercialism” un- 
ethical, is unwittingly driving 


more and more people to the chain 
dental offices and hastening the day 
of socialized dentistry. It is time 
to consider whether a profession 
cannot at the same time be an 
ethical and a dignified “‘business.” 
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Presenting of a contract to a patient desiring credit should 
be done tactfully. 


If we can make good dentistry 
available to a larger number of 
people, that end would seem to 
justify the means. 

Thought must be given to the 
choice of words and phrases lead- 
ing up to the actual making of a 
contract. For example, the word 
“fee” in a one-man office sounds 
too much like profit. Although the 
larger portion of any professional 
fee must always be for “labor” and 
not “materials” it is unwise to 
suggest it. Even two dollars an 
hour sounds like “big wages” to 
many people; we who are more 
fortunate should not point out 
that our services are worth much 
more. Instead of saying “my fee 
will be,” the dentist might say “the 
charges will be.” This is a much 
more general term, suggesting 
labor, materials, and all overhead 
—not profit. 

For the same reason it is absurd 
to underestimate the cost of ma- 
terials too greatly. We have all 


heard fellow practitioners refuse 


to discuss restoration materials. 


denture bases, or teeth, with the 
patient, dismissing these things 
with a lofty “Ill use nothing but 
the best.” Perhaps it is just as well 


if the patients think our materials 


cost more than they do, for no lay- 
man could ever appreciate or un- 
derstand the hours of time and 
skill required to make an inlay, 
jacket crown, or denture. 


The patient should always be 
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offered two or more plans for his 
dentistry, told the advantages (as, 
for instance, of acrylics over vul- 
canite, inlays over amalgams) and 
the difference in the cost. The den- 
tist can advise, but he should not 
dominate. The final choice should 
be the patient’s, free from duress 
and undue influence. There is no 
place for high pressure methods in 
an ethical dental office. 


Presenting Contract 


The time to prepare the contract 
is after the examination has been 
made and the “charges” stated. 
Though the patient may decide to 
take advantage of the “cash dis- 
count,” the contract should still 
be in writing, because of the val- 
uable “lessons” it contains. The 
dentist who has had his agreement 
forms printed will need only a few 
minutes to fill in the blanks. This 
should be done in the patient’s 
presence. It is well to repeat the 
items as they are written in: “$20 
payments to be made... first pay- 
ment on ....” 

Though time may not permit 
operative service at this first ap- 
pointment, some service should be 
rendered, however slight. The pa- 
tient must be made to feel that he 
is “getting started,” and that the 
dentist has not lost interest the 
moment the contract is signed. 
This first service may be only a 
single x-ray or snap impression 
for a study model, the selection of 
the shade for a replacement—it is 
nevertheless a beginning. 
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Unless the dentist is fortunate 
enough to have two or more as- 
sistants, one of whom can spend 
full time with business records, he 
should complete the contracting 
himself. But the matter of taking 
a credit rating can be handled with 
less embarrassment by the assist- 
ant. Anyone who has ever opened 
a charge account at a department 
store has filled out a credit appli- 
cation. Unfortunately this has not 
been customary in many profes- 
sional offices and the subject must 
be approached in a tactful way. 
“The Credit Bureau, of which | 
am a member, requires that we fill 
out this application whenever a 
new account is opened.” This 
makes the procedure an imperson- 
al one, merely a silly rule made by 
someone else, but, of course, nec- 
essary because it is a rule. How 
much better it is than to say, “It 
is an office rule,” or “It is a policy 
of this office,” since you, the den- 
tist, obviously make your own 
office rules and can waive them if 
you wish.

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A CONGRESSIONAL committee which 
has been investigating the scores 
of hospitals already established to 
treat wounded soldiers has report- 
ed that for the most part the sol- 
diers are getting the best of care. 
It did find some instances of mal- 
administration, which are excus- 
able in a rapidly expanding or- 
ganization if they are corrected as 
quickly as they come to light. 

One thing that the committee 
did uncover, however, should give 
every citizen pause when the pro- 
posal to federalize medicine and 
hospitalization for civilians is 
brought forward. A rather wide 
lack of air conditioning was dis- 
covered in hospitals where it 
should have been installed. Oper- 
ating rooms were found so hot as 
to be unbearable and in orthopedic 
wards, the report says, the suf- 
ferings of patients in plaster casts 
were intensified during hot weath- 
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The wrong kind of weather map was picked and no one seems to have had 
the initiative or power to reverse the error. 
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er. The congressmen attribute the 
lack of air conditioning where it 
is needed to the Army’s system of 
deciding where it should be in- 
stalled. 

“It seems,”’ the report said, “that 
for determining whether air con- 
ditioning is necessary the War 
Department has theoretically di- 
vided the country into thermal 
zones which are based upon mean, 
high, and average low tempera- 
tures. Obviously, maximum tem- 
peratures and humidity, rather 
than average, should be the de- 
termining factor.”

A CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATION IS NEEDED 


On PAGE 442 is an editorial from the Chicago Sunday Tribune that 


discusses the report of a congressional committee that has been investi- 


gating Army hospitals. The same kind of investigation might be made 
by Congress on conditions in the Army and Navy Dental Corps. Al- 
though the Dental Corps have done excellent work, dental officers have 
functioned under a Medical Department bureaucracy that has been 
stiffing and inefficient. 

The Surgeons General have expressed their attitudes of objection to 
any form of administrative autonomy for the Dental Corps. Vice 
Admiral McIntire opposed the Rivers Bill by stating before the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee that administrative freedom for the Dental 
Corps would cost $500,000 and that, under battle conditions, dental 
officers could not function effectively unless they were under the control 
of medical officers. A weak argument in terms of money and fact. 

According to testimony before the Senate Committee by Sterling V. 
Mead, former Chairman of the legislative committee of the American 
Dental Association, and now president-elect, the Surgeon General of 
the Army directed this threat to the American Dental Association: “If 
you have to go to Congress for anything, and you are defeated, you will 
never get anything from the Medical Department.” A congressional 
investigation should determine the propriety of an Army officer threaten- 
ing the representatives of a professional organization. Since when did 
the Army tell civilian organizations what their constitutional rights 
involved or excluded! 

When we consider these attitudes of Admiral McIntire and General 
Kirk we should project them against the background of bureaucracy 4s 
expressed in the Tribune editorial and take heed for the future: “No 
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conceivable federalized health or hospital service could expect to draw 
to itself even a small measure of the talents that are available to the 
Army Medical Corps at present. It would still have the unescapable 
bureaucracy intensified by a permanent bureaucratic personnel whose 
members’ chief interest inevitably becomes that of avoiding trouble, 
escaping decisions, and thereby continuing to draw their pay.” 

Congress has been told by the people who should know, by the leading 
dentists of the country as represented by the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, that a better dental service for soldiers and sailors could be had 
if the Dental Corps were allowed to function more efficiently, free from 
the domination of medical officers who are incompetent by education 
and training to evaluate dental services. The Surgeons General have 
told Congress that conditions as they now exist are efficient and satis- 
factory. There is only one way to find out who is right: by a congres- 
sional investigation. Congress has concerned itself with conditions in 
Army hospitals and with the confusion in the procurement and dis- 
position of medical supplies. A look into the Army and Navy Dental 
Corps administrative organization might be revealing. 

A congressional investigation would show that dental officers work 
diligently and for long hours under a system where they have little or 
no control over their professional affairs. A committee of Congress 
could interview dental officers under circumstances where the officers 
would not fear reprisals for honest testimony. 

The chief objection to the present system is the domination of dental 
activities by medical officers who are ignorant of dental standards and 
treatments. Dentistry and medicine have fought the good fight together 
to assure the American people that they will receive the proper kind of 
health care. In civilian life physicians and dentists, although independ- 
ent of each other, work cooperatively toward the same end—the health 
of their patients. The same cordiality should exist in the Army and 
Navy. General Kirk and Admiral McIntire have made no moves to 
correct the unfair and inefficient system in the Army and Navy. Now a

Folds of Tissue 


Q.—I have a patient who has been 
wearing an ill-fitting denture, and now 
has three ridges or flabby pieces of 
flesh hanging down from the inside of 
the upper lip. 

Please advise me what to do to re- 
move this so the patient can have a new 
denture made.—J. B. E., New York. 


A.—These folds of flabby, trau- 
matized tissue, which have been 
caused by the too long wearing of 
an ill-fitting denture, can be re- 
moved surgically, though this is 
seldom if ever necessary in my 
opinion. They can be disregarded 
entirely if they are largely in the 
lip tissue so that a denture can 
be made with the flange set back 
in contact with the ridge with 
proper well rounded and polished 
periphery. 

In some such cases I have 
thought best to cut the old denture 
border away radically and leave 
it for a number of weeks, during 
which time Nature usually does a 
satisfactory job of reducing the 
traumatized tissue to normal. In 
other cases it has seemed best to 
build a heavy rounded bulk of 
modeling compound or denture 
liner across the labial of the old 
denture to push the excess tissues 
back without cutting or bruising 
it. If this is the method chosen, it 
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should be explained to the patient 
that several weeks will be required 
to accomplish the desired correc- 
tion in tissue form and condition 
before new dentures should be 
made, and several additions or 
replacements of the temporary 
moulding material may be re. 
quired.—V, CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Earache 


Q.—I recently made an immediate 
full upper and partial lower denture 
for a patient. The dentures fit well, 
are comfortable, and the bite is good. 

Because of an extreme overbite and 
pyorrhea condition we opened the bite 
about five millimeters. The patient has 
been having an earache and a sore 
throat. Do you think the bite is opened 
too far?—L. T. E., Colorado. 

A.—As you know an earache 
is often the result of a loss of 
vertical dimension and increasing 
the dimension in such cases will 
overcome the earache. The earache 
is caused by the condyle pressing 
too closely on the contents of the 
glenoid fossa and when the bite 
is opened the condyle is lifted out 
of its close seat. I cannot see how 
opening the bite would cause an 
earache unless it puts the condyle 
in such an unnatural position that 
there is a pull on the vessels and 
nerves in and around the fossae. 
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Of course an overbite does not 
necessarily mean a closed bite and, 
if the condyle was in a normal 
position before you increased the 
vertical dimension, you may have 
put a strain on the joint. 

I would suggest making a bite 
plate five millimeters shorter than 
her denture and have her wear it 
a few days to see if she gets relief. 
—GerorGE R. WARNER. 


Mucous Cyst 


Q.—I have a woman patient about 45 
years old who has a sac filled with a 
white watery liquid. It is located about 
half way between the lower ridge and 
the base of the tongue on the floor of 
the mouth. I have opened the sac, but 
it returns in a week or so. 

Could it be a saliva duct closed? 
Could you tell me what to do to pre- 
vent it from returning?—E. E. L., 
Nebraska. 


A.—The condition you describe 
is probably a mucous cyst. There 
is a strong tendency for these cysts 
to recur and while they are neither 
painful nor harmful, they are un- 
comfortable. To prevent recur- 
rence of a mucous Gyst it should 
be opened and the inner surface 
cauterized with 95 per cent phe- 
nol, followed by alcohol, or with 
tincture of iodine, or trichlorace- 
tic acid.—GEorcE R. WARNER. 


Missing Lateral Incisor 


Q.—A boy, who is ten years old, was 
brought into my office recently for den- 
tal treatment. About three months ago 
he had his lower right permanent lateral 
extracted. He has the lower right and 
left permanent first molars, which are 
in perfect condition, also the centrals 
and left lateral, all in good condition. 
The deciduous lower first, second molars 
and cuspid on each side are still in 
place. 

My question is how to keep the space 
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open, where the permanent right lateral 
was extracted, until the permanent 
teeth, in that area, erupt. The boy’s bite 
is normal. 

I was thinking of placing a lingual 
bar, clasps on the permanent molars, a 
Steele’s facing soldered to the bar 
supplying the lateral. However, I should 
like your advice before I decide what 
to do on this case.—N. C., New York. 

A.—As you wish to retain the 
space of the lost mandibular lat- 
eral incisor, your plan seems to be 
a good one. The boy would have 
to keep the removable retainer 
and teeth exceptionally clean and 
should, not wear the appliance at 
night or there would almost sure- 
ly be decay under the clasps. 

If you carry out this plan | 
wonder how you would eventu- 
ally replace the lateral incisor. The 
adjoining teeth do not lend them- 
selves well to an esthetic perma- 
nent bridge. It would be late in life 
before it would be safe to cut into 
the adjoining teeth for invisible 
pin ledge attachments and main- 
taining the space in the meantime 
would be a problem. We have 
found that the loss of a mandib- 
ular incisor in a young person 
interferes little with the general 
occlusion, and the space is soon 
closed without the absence of the 
incisor being noticeable. I had a 
woman just this week with a man- 
dibular lateral incisor missing and 
she did not know it.—GEorGcE R. 
WARNER. 


Traumatic Occlusion 


Q.—-The models which I am sending 
to you show the condition of traumatic 
occlusion, which I should like to cor- 
rect. | have considered the possibility of 
splints to fit the occlusal surface of the 
lower teeth, and have also had in mind 
the removal of the lower posterior teeth, 
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to be replaced by a lingual bar denture 
with teeth so set to open the bite about 
three millimeters. 

The gingival tissues at the labial 
aspect of the lower incisors are trau- 
matized and actually broken by the 
contact with the upper incisors. The 
soft tissues just behind the upper in- 
cisors are also being injured by the 
action of the lower incisors.—G. W. Y., 
Illinois. 

A.—After considering your 
case, I should advise against 
the extraction of the lower pos- 
terior teeth and in favor of an 
occlusal acrylic splint carved to 
simulate teeth and resting upon 
the occlusal surfaces of the de- 
pressed lower posterior teeth. We 
pack and cure these in Hulon with 
- which we can match the natural 
tooth shades accurately and this 
particular acrylic seems to have 
better wearing qualities than oth- 
ers we have tried, though to be 
sure it does not stand up under 
masticating stresses any too well, 
but it is a fairly simple matter to 
build onto it with new acrylic after 
excessive wear has occurred.—V. 
CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Loose Dentures 

Q.—What causes dentures to be- 
come loose after they are worn for a 
short time? They have plenty of re- 
tention when inserted but in about a 
month or so they become so loose they 
will not stay in place. Then some pa- 
tients have dentures that do not become 
loose over a period of years. Does it 
make any difference of what material 
the denture is made? I use plenty of 
time in taking an impression and try 
to make it accurate. 

In one case I inserted a full upper 
and a lower denture immediately after 
the removal of five upper anterior and 
eight lower anterior teeth, about three 
weeks ago, and the patient is well 
pleased; having had only two adjust- 
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ments. The first few days the upper 
denture was slightly loose in the front 
as a result of swelling but after that it 
tightened up well and the lower den. 
ture fits well. 

Do you consider it the right thing 
to do to make an immediate insertion 
of a full lower the same as a full upper 
denture? If a full upper and lower den. 
ture are needed is it best to make the 
upper first and the lower later or make 
the two together? Before inserting an 
immediate denture I remove all but six 
anteriors first and wait for about six 
weeks and then start the case.—P, B, 
B., Pennsylvania. 

A.—In my opinion the imme. 
diate denture service is preferable 
to the old system of permitting 
the patient to be edentulous for 
weeks or months. I prefer to wait 
only two or three weeks after the 
posterior teeth are extracted be- 
fore making impressions for im- 
mediate dentures. I am convinced 
that Nature makes an effort to con- 
form herself to what is required of 
her and that, therefore, osteoblasts 
filling in tooth sockets under a 
denture in function are more like- 
ly to form the type and shape of 
bone best suited for denture sup- 
port. Nature usually does not suc- 
ceed in forming a ridge to com- 
pletely fill the immediate denture 
but occasionally she does (about 
one out of five in my practice) so 
that the denture does not require 
rebasing. Usually (in the other 
four out of five cases) the den- 
tures are rebased in from three 
months to two years. 

When dentures become loose a 


_ few weeks after insertion it is no 


doubt the result of warpage of the 
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denture bases or muscle tension 
because of overextension or rapid 
resorption caused by overcompres- 
sion of compressible tissue with 
consequent interference with nor- 
mal blood supply.—V. C. Smep- 
LEY. 


Deep Cavities 


Q.—I shall appreciate any help you 
can give me on the following case. 

A patient, a girl of 10, has deep 
cavities on the labial surfaces of the 
upper anterior teeth. The right central 
has a large cavity in the middle third 
of the labial surface extending into 
the mesial proximal surface. This is 
partly filled on the labial with silicate 
cement, which was placed by another 
dentist. The left central has the same 
kind of cavity extending into the distal 
proximal surface. The left lateral has 
a mesial cavity. The gums are hyper- 
trophied and the texture of all teeth 
in her mouth is defective. 

This patient’s lower deciduous cen- 
trals erupted at four months and the 
upper centrals at five months. All the 
deciduous teeth were defective. The 
permanent upper centrals erupted at 
4 years of age and the posterior teeth 
erupted much earlier than for the aver- 
age child. 

At this age, what can be done with 
such deep cavities?—B. C. P., Iowa. 


A.—Your 10-year-old _ girl’s 
case Is indeed tragic. It is evident- 
ly one of pretty general hypoplas- 
tic enamel. 

This girl should be put under 
the care of a good physician, if 
she is not already under treat- 
ment, and in her diet should be 
included a generous amount of 
Vitamin C foods. Stimulation of 
the gums should be initiated by 
thorough brushing and any sub- 
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gingival detritus should be re- 
moved by you. The cavities should 
be kept filled with a silicate ce- 
ment, protecting the pulps with 
sedative cement until the girl is 
old enough to have jacket crowns 
placed on these anterior teeth.— 
GEORGE R, WARNER. 


Tongue Soreness 


Q.—In December, 1942, my patient’s 
tongue became sore on the left side 
where it came in contact with the mol- 
ars. About six months later it also be- 
came sore on the right side and has 
remained: sore more or less continuous- 
ly since that time. At first the only way 
he could obtain relief was to hold 
bread between his teeth and tongue. 
He has been to physicians, eye, ear, 
nose, and throat specialists and den- 
tists, but no one has been able to sug- 
gest a cure. I have painted his tongue 
with medicine, had him take charcoal 
tablets and vitamins, but none of these 
things seems to help. I feel that the 
answer might be in diet. There is ab- 
solutely nothing to be seen on the 
tongue and no one who has examined 
it has been able to find anything wrong. 

It so happens that all of his molars 
have restorations in them and none of 
his front teeth have restorations. This 
suggests that the restorations may have 
something to do with the soreness of 
the tongue. Believing his teeth to be 
the cause, he had the third molar and 
the one next to it on the left lower 
jaw removed in the spring of 1943. 
This did not help noticeably. One of 
the physicians told him that it might 
be caused by a silver and gold restora- 
tion in the same tooth. I replaced the 
restorations in question with golds This 
made no difference whatsoever. 

The degree of soreness varies, becom- 
ing more pronounced in fall and winter 
months, and not so pronounced in 
spring and early summer. He also finds 
that, when particularly sore, the sore- 
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ness is relieved somewhat after eating tel] the patient that the soreness 
a heavy meal. will gradually disappear.

PSYCHIC CYANIDE 


A DEAR FRIEND OF MINE, who is wise and good, has 
tried to teach me to rule a mind that often needs quite 
some ruling, needs stern self-discipline. Although I 
lack the ability to transmit his teaching, it nevertheless 
occurred to me many months ago to try to set down in 
these pages at least some little fragment of it. The lit- 
tle I am capable of telling perhaps may not be new to 
deeper students of life than I; but it may help others 
as it has helped me, help them in this war period when
